Certain Duracells (esp the AAs) are particularly susceptable. I have 
found a few leakers as I am culling the Duracells out if everything 
I have that doesen't exhaust them with a few months use. Strongly 
recommended! 


Also, rechargeables (NiCads) can be problematical in exactly the 
same way. If anything, the "wicking" is even more aggressive! My Tek 
212 'scope will never quite be the same but I did manage to get it 
back up & running again. All of these things really do need a sealed 
separate battery compartment.

I looked at the article in Popular Electronics about a one tube (6U8) 
superhet and my seat of the pants feeling was that yes it would work but the 
gain would be low - it would receive local stations if you put up a decent 
antenna. 

Not content to leave alone, I began to design my own. In the original 
circuit. the triode half is only a local osc exciting a simple diode mixer 
with the usual 6db loss. I attempted a self oscillating triode mixer, but 
had to change the tube type to a 6AW8 because the 6U8 has a plate res of 5K 
which really damped down the IF trans primary. With the 6AW8 and a ferrite 
rod antenna there was a conversion gain of X20 and I could see promising mVs 
of local station signals out the 455kc tran primary. However when I wired in 
the pentode IF/Audio output, the conversion gain fell to X2! 

My first attempts at neutralisation of the IF have not yielded fruit yet. 
I always thought the pentode input was a hi impedance. 

This is as far as this low priority project has gone.

While I have heard that CDs can be somewhat short-lived (something 
about corrosion of the metallic layer?), the greater problem has already 
been pointed out: will there be xplayers/drivesx for 'em 50 years hence? 
Probably not. And future BAers will curse the memory of those who saved 
mags only on disc. 


xAcid-freex paper can last an extremely long time if properly cared 
for. Not all paper is acid-free. Old pulps are the worst--if you own any 
of the Gernsback mags ("Radio Craft," "Short Wave Craft," etc.), they are 
probably already falling apart and xnowx is the time to find out if Ted's 
World'O'Copies has or can get acid-free paper so you can copy ‘em. Sad to 
say, while "Radio" and "QST" paper is better, it is mostly not acid-free, 
either; some of my '30's editions have already gone a bit yellow and 
fragile. (It varies--my original of "The Radio Amateur Newcomer" is still 
in decent shape, while "5 Meter Radiotelephony" is going brittle). The 
late ‘20s QSTs seem to be holding up a little better--anyone care to wager 
the League went to cheaper paper after Black Friday? And large-format 
"Radio" is on crumbly pulp possibly even worse than the Gernsback mags. 


I suspect a little noodling around on the Web will turn up tips on 
preserving old paper and supplies for same. As a general rule, I keep my 
old printed matter out of sunlight and make copies when I want to build 
something from 'em. Most of the mags here are stored in file cabinets, 
except for the ever-changing pile on my nightstand (much less depressing 
than the late-night news and it makes for more interesting dreams!) 
Probably one needs to protect them from air--it's an oxidation process. 


The best insurance IMO is to reproduce the good old stuff as much as 
possible. Lots of recent copies floating around improves the odds that 
the next bunch of wild-eyed tube-radio fiends will have something to work 
from! 


Reading the written word requires no special software or hardware 
beyond decent vision and a trained mind; it has been the basic tool of 
scholarship for *xthousands*x of years and despite the "paperless" hype, 
books and magazines show no signs of going out of style. While you can 
carry the enitre run of "QST" on CD-ROM in one hand--and the paper version 
will fill up an average-sized wall--I still favor paper. (Now some wag 
will come along and point out that clay tablets have an even longer 
life--and we do already have a hieroglyphic for "triode....")

I can't speak to the issue of commercial transmitters, but any sweep tube, 
even those intended for vertical instead of horizontal deflection, is a 
potential final or driver for a bigger tube. As for specifics, I see from 
the short sweep tube listing in the 1996 ARRL Handbook that the 6JE6C is 
good for 76 W output in Class C and 47 W output in Class AB1, 30 W plate 
dissipation. Treat it conservatively--say, as if it were a 6L6--and it would 
likely last a long time.
